magazines for this weapon. 

The confidential source ^rther advised that

NATIONAL KNIGHTS OF THE KU KLUX KLAN (NKKKK) 



A source advised that on May 22, 1960, the National 
Grand Council of the Knights of the Ku Klux Klan met at Atlanta, 
Georgia, to discuss consolidation of the Klan's unity of effort 
and activities to establish a National Fund, and a National 
Secretary, and to design a new flag. The meeting was attended 
by representatives of the Federation of the Ku Klux Klan, Alabama; 
Association of the Ku Klux Klan, Florida; Southern Knights of 
the Ku Klux Klan, Florida; Association of Georgia Klans, Georgia; 
Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, North Carolina; Association of 
South Carolina Klans, South Carolina; Dixie Knights of the Ku 
Klux Klan, Tennessee; and Kyksos Klan, Texas. 

This source advised that at a consolidation meeting 
at Atlanta, Georgia, September 2-5, 1960, at which the North 
Carolina and Texas Klans were not represented, it was resolved 
and passed that their name be changed to National Ku Klux Klan. 

A second source advised in March, 1964, that several 
meetings of Klan groups were held during the period 1960 to 
1963 in an effort to unite the Klan groups under a single 
leadership. 

The organization was granted a charter in DeKalb 
County, Georgia, November 1, 1963, under the name National 
Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, Inc., as a **patriotic, secret, 
social, and benevolent order". 

A third source advised in December, 1963, that the 
organization had issued a statement of its program which 
indicated the organization to be anti-Negro, anti-Sewish, 
anti-Catholic, and anti-Foreign born.

On^July 1, 1968, a confidential source, who has 
furnished Veaiable information in the past, advised that Mr, 
Lenv n.e Ay^B mij visited Detroit, Michiga n, on June 23 and 
2lr^ 1^68. Smith was driving a red Mustang bearing Ohio plates 
4181 KZ. 

Smith had commission papers showing that he was 
the Imperial Dragon of the NKKKK. Smith stated he had the 
names and addresses of all the NKKKK members in the Michigan 
area and that sooner or later he would contact them to better 
determine the NKKKK situation in Michigan. 

Smith remarked that he is a steeple jack by trade 
and had served in the First Ranger Battalion during World 
War II. Smith admitted that he was an expert in plastic 
explosives as well as explosives in general. Smith advised 
that the Klan has their own investigation bureau and has former 
Federal Bureau of Investigation (FBI) Agents working for 
them. 

Smith commented that when the Klan uncovers an 
informer, the Black Knights go to work and the informer 
disappears. Smith stated that the Black Knights had a quantity 
of dynamite to blow up a Jewish Church in the South some 
time ago. The dynamite was in a suitcase in the back of an 
automobile containing four Klansmen. When the Alabama State 
pioliceman was talking to Smith, the others hid the dynamite 
in a culvert. The police later found the dynaihite and the 
Jewish Church still stands.

Birmingham Confidential Informant T«*l advised 
on July 21, 1968, that a pml^lic rally was held on July 20, 
1968, at Pinson, Alabama.

20 feet tall, made of metal pipe. and wrapped with burlap 
and foam rubber, was burned at approximately 8:30 p^m.

The burning of the cross created a great deal 
of attention on nearby Highway 79, which is crowded with 
automobiles on Saturday night* However, attendance was 
small due to the bad condition of the small dirt road 
leading from the highway to the grounds.

CREEL said if he 
were able to do this, President JOHNSON would come down 
and I'scratch GEORGE WALLACE'S back and wash WALLACE^s 
feet for him.^^ CREEL urged all present to fight the 
school rezoning plan. He said that if a general strike 
were called in Alabama, a great change would be seen in

the attitude of the federal government toward the State 
of Alabama. He said that the people need not expect 
GEORGE WALLACE to stand in the schoolhouse door this time 
but it was up to the people to resist the government now* 

CREEL also said the American people are under 
"credit slavery" to the Jews. He said that if the Jews 
did not like what a man said/ they would cut his credit 
off. CREEL said that the gqyernm^nt and the Jews were 
giving him a hard time on account of his views but that 
he was going to keep on talking and was not going to shut 
up even if it meant eating cornbread and living in a tent 
under a shade tree. 

CREEL urged all non^Klansmen to sign up in the 
Klan and not be afraid of the consequences. He said the 
Klan saved the South once and that it could do it again. 
After CREEL finished speaking^ FAULKNER made a short 
talk in which he Invited men to come up and sign up for 
the Klan. Four men signed applications^ 

FAULKNER forgot to bring a light generator to 
the rally and the only light was from th^ cross which 
burned approximately li^ hours. There was no violence or 
trouble of any kind at this rally.

Drive, Grove City, Ohio; and Bobby J. Stephens, 2973 Reaver 
Avenue, Grove City, Ohio, are the corporation trustees. 

On October 23, 1964, Frederick W. Lenty, Corporation

NATIONAL KNIGHTS OF THE KU KLUX KLAN, INC. 

(NKKKK) 





A source advised that on May 22, 1960, the 
National Grand Council of the Knights of the Ku Klux Klan 
met at Atlanta, Georgia, to discuss consolidation of the 
Klan*s unity of effort and activities to establish a National 
Fund, and a National Secretary, and to design a new flag. 
The meeting was attended by representatives of the Federa- 
tion of Ku Klux Klan, Alabama; Association of Arkansas Klans, 
Arkansas; Florida Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, Florida; 
Southern Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, Florida; Association 
of Georgia Klans, Georgia; Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, 
North Carolina; Association of South Carolina Klans, South 
Carolina; Dixie Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, Tennessee; and 
Kyksos Klan, Texas. 

This source advised that at a consolidation meeting 
at Atlanta, Georgia, September 2-5, 1960, at which the Notth 
Carolina and Texas Klans were not represented, it was resolved 
and passed that their name be changed to National Ku Klux Klan. 

A second source advised in March, 1964, that several 
meetings of Klan groups were held during the period 1960 to 
1963 in an effort to unite the Klan groups under a single 
leadership. 



The organization was granted a charter in DeKalb 
County, Georgia, November 1, 1963, under the name National 
Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, Inc., as a "patriotic, secret, 
social, and benevoldnt order." 

A third source advised in December, 1963, that the 
organization had issued a statement of its program which in- 
dicated the organization to be anti-Negro, anti-Jewish, anti- 
Catholic, and anti-foreign born. 
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A fourth source advised in July, 1968, that the 
organization has its headquarters in Tucker, Georgia, and 
day-to-day operations are under the direction of James R.

Heath, 2055 North Lawndale Avenue, Chicago, Illinois, was Illinois 
Grand Dragon for NKKKK, This source stated Heath had indicated 
he was attempting to organize a NKKKK branch at Chicago, which 
would subscribe to the purposes and objectives of the national 
organization of the NKKKK, 

In early January, 1968, a second source advised 
Donald R. Heath, Illinois Grand Dragon, NKKKK, and William 
Harvey Plogger, 2340 North Lawndale Avenue, Chicago, were NKKKK 
leaders at Chicago.

National Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, Inc., 
(NKKKK), held its annaal rally in a pasture at the foot 
of Stone Mountain in Stone Mountain, Georgia, on 
August 31, 1968^ Approximately 300 people gathered in 
a drizzling rain to hear speakers from Georgia, Alabama, 
South Carolina, Florida, Ohio, Louisiana, and Tennessee, 
A large cross about 30 to 35 feet tall was burned. 
Forty to fifty rohddKlansmen participated in the cross 
burning ceremony. 

There were about a dozen speakers , many of 
whom concealed their identity by wearing hoods over 
their face in addition to the traditional Klan robe. 
The main subjects disciwsed by the speakers were 
Communism, segregation, white supremacy, and the 
candidacy of former Alabama Governor George Wallace for 
President. 

One of the main speakers was James R« Yenable, 
Imperial Wizard of NKKKK, who also acted as mater of 
ceremonies* Venable denounced Communism, both major 
political parties, and Congress. He stated he described 
integration as a Communist inspired plot to destroy the 
nation.

Attached is a characterization of 
the National Knights of the Ku 
Klux Klan, 

A confidential source, who has furnished reliable 
information in the past, advised on September 3, 1968, that 
a national rally of Klan Associations took place on August 31, 
1968, at approximately 8:00 p.m. at the foot of Stone Mountain, 
Georgia. A national rally of the Klansmen and a cross-burning 
was held. 

The source advised that there were 60 to 75 Klansmen 
attending dressed in robes, and about 250 altogether in 
attendance. 

The source reported that some of the Klan rep- 
resentatives who spoke were James Venable, Bill Turner from 
Louisiana; Jerry Cult, from Tennessee; Evan Lewis, from Ohio; 
and Jack Crites, the Imperial Klud from Ohio, who urged Klans- 
men to use their votes to get crooked politicians out of office, 
and if that did not work, then they should use bullets. 

The confidential source further advised that on 
September^!, 1968, at approximately 9:00 a.m., 45 Klansmen 
met at the National Klan's Hall at Tucker, Georgia, for a 
breakfast and series of talks by a ; number of state rep- 
resentatives. The first speaker spoke on why the Klan was not 
growing in numbers. 

James Venable spoke at approximately 11:00 a,m., 
and made a plea for funds to publish the '' Imperial Nighthav/k^' , 
a Klan periodical.

Mr. Evan Lewis took the floor and asked Mr. Venable 
for a reaffirmation that. the Klan would stick by the con- 
stitution and continue to bar Negroes, Jews, and Catholics from 
the Klan. Venable affirmed that the constitution would be 
upheld. 

The source advised that the next speaker wps an 
elderly woman who was referred to as Granny. She smoked a 
cigar and carried a .38 revolver in her bra. 

The next speaker was first name unknown Boggs, from 
Orlando, Florida, and then a Mr. E» E. George, Imperial Wizard 
of the Improved Order of the United States Klan, Knights of 
the Ku Klux Klan, Incorporated, Post Office Box 111, Lithonia, 
Georgia, spoke. 

The following National Knights of the Ku Klux Klan 
members from Michigan were observed at this rally:

The confidential source advised that at approximately 
9:00 p.m., on September 1, 1968, five National Knights of the 
Ku Klux Klan members were observed in Room 18 of the Memorial 
Hotel, Stone Mountain, Georgia. 

Jack Crites announced that there had been a shoot-out 
between some of the Klansmen and three cars full of Negroes 
at Berea, Kentucky. Crites v;as concerned about Connie Lynch, 
and it was understood that first name unknown Rucker had' been 
shot and leaves a wife and several children. 

Evan Lewis talked in favor of getting Klansmen 
who were still at the motel and going to Berea and wipe out all 
the Negroes in the town. Lewis was not taken seriously by the 
group, and the subject was dropped.

Jack Crites inquired of the Michigan Klansmen as to 
hov/ many men they had that they could depend on to do a job 
or go out and do some action and that they could work in teams 
of two. 

Evan Lewis asked Bill Hall of the Michigan Unit 
*^How much stuff do you have?"* Hall replied that he had 
*'One and one-half cases of 80 percent stuff, several caps, 
a quantity of fuse, several pistols, an M-1 Carbine, and two 
Spitfires*\ ■ . 

Crites stated he wanted the Detroit members to come 
to Akron, Ohio, in the fall so he could show them how to handle 
the stuff, make grenades, and set off explosives by radio.

A source advised that on May 22, 1960, the 
National Grand Council of the Knights of the Ku Klux Klan 
met at Atlanta, Georgia, to discuss consolidation of the 
Klan's unity of effort and activities to establish a National 
Fund, and a National Secretary, and to design a new flag* 
The meeting was attended by representatives of the Federation 
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of Ku Klux Klan 9 Alabama; Association of Arkansas Klans^ 
Arkansas; Florida Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, Florida; 
Southern Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, Florida; Association 
of Georgia Klans, Georgia; Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, 
North Carolina; Association of South Carolina Klans, South 
Carolina; Dixie Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, Tennessee; and 
Kyksos Klan, Texas. 

This source advised that at a consolidation meeting 
at Atlanta, Georgia, September 2-5, 1960, at which the North 
Carolina and Texas Klans were not represented, it was resolved 
and passed that their name be changed to National Ku Klux Klan, 

A second source advised in March, 1964, that several 
meetings of Klan groups were held during the period 1960 to 
1963 in an effort to unite the Klan groups under a single 
leadership. 

The organization was granted a charter in DeKalb 
,. County, Georgia, November 1, 1963, under the name National 
§• Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, Inc., as a ''patriotic, secret, 
^ social, and benevolent order*" 



A third source advised in December, 1963, that the 
organization had issued a statement of its program which 
indicated the organization to be anti-Negro, anti- Jewish, 
anti-Catholic, and anti-foreign born. 

A fourth source advised in July, 1968, that the 
organization has its headquarters in Tucker, Georgia, and the 
day-to-day operations are under the direction of James R. 
Venable, Imperial Wizard. ^ / <f

On April 13, 1968, Klavern #14 of United Klans of 
America, Inc» , Knights of the Ku Klux Klan (UKA) 
changed its affiliation to National Knights of the 
Ku Klux Klan (NKKKK). Regular weekly meetings have 
been held by this Klavern which is now known as 
National #1, NKKKK* A few public rallies have been 
held during the past six months with no incidents of 
violence. 



DETAILS: 



At Birmingham, Alabama 

A characterization of National Knights of the 
Ku Klux Klan, Inc., (NKKKK) and United Klans of America, 
Inc., Knights of the Ku Klux Klan (UKA) are included in 
the appendix of this report. 

Birmingham Confidential Informant T-1 advised on 
April 15, 1968, that a special meeting of NKKKK was 
held on April 13, 1968, 7;30 p.m* , at the Tarrant, 
Alabama Klavern Hall. On this occasion, Klavern #14, 
UKA, changed affiliation to NKKKK and the Klavern will 
be known as National Kiavern #1. T-1 said the purpose 
of this special meeting was the presentation of the 
NKKKK Charter to this Klavern and for the election of 
new Klavern officers. The charter was presented and 
duly v©ted on. The vote carried and the charter was 
accepted. New officers were elected as follows:

24, 1968: ^,^ 

National Klavern #1, NKKKK, held a public rally 
at Warrior, Alabama, on April 21, 1968/ Approximately 
fifty people werg,^in attendance which included about seventeen 
Kiahsmen, TOWftTBRIEN, editor of the Imperial Nigh thawk, 
official newspaper of the NBaOKK, stated that the So^^ 
States are the last bulwark of defense against the encroaching 
powers of the Federal Government, ROBERT CREEL, Imperial 
Grand Dragon of NKKKK was present at this rally as well as 
EARNEST FAULKNER, Grand Dragon of the State of AUbama,^ 
There was no violence at the rally.

T-1 furnished the following information on jiily 22; 




A public rally was held at 8:00 p.m. on July 20 , , ; 
1968 on Highway number 79 near TarsjahttCity, Alabama, by 
NKKKK. About fifty people ihcluding seven Klansmen attended. 
A cross, approximately twenty feet tall, was burned. Imperial 
Grand Dragon ROBERT CREEL was the main speaker. CREEL'S 
main topic was the proposed law which pertains to the re- 
zoning of the school districts in Alabama. CREEL urged 
support for this proposed law. CREEL also criticized '* Jews;* 
and said if the Jews did not like what a man said they would 
cut hie credit off. CREEL urged non-klansmen to sigh up in 
the Kian and not be afraid of the consequences. There -was 
no violence at this rally.

T-1 furnished the following information on August 



A public rally was held by National Klaverii #1, 
NKKKK, on August 3, 1968, at 8: OO p.m. , near Tarrant City, 
Alabama. Approximately sixty persons were present which 
included nine Klansmen. the principal speaker was EARNEST 
FAULKNER, NKKKK, Grand Dragon for the State of Alabama. 
FAULKNER, who was slightly intoxicated, made a rambling 
speech which lasted almost one hour. He spoke on tHe 
subject of homosexuals and sex perversion and seemefd to 
be obsessed. FAULKNER told another Klansman that he was 
sicfe of making "Sunday schooi speeches'* and that he was " ^ 

really going to "lay it on tbe li

UNITED KLANS OF AMERICA, INCe, 
KNIGHTS OF THE KU KLUX KLAN (UKA) 



Records Of Superior Court of FultOE County, 
Georgia, reflect that this Klan organization was granted 
a corporate charter on February 21, 1961, at Atlanta, 
Georgia, under the name United Klans, Knights of the Ku 
Klux Klan of America, Inc. 

A source advised ©n February 27, 1961, that 
United Klans was formed as a result of a split in U. S, 
Klans, Knights of the Ku Klux Klan^ Inc. According to 
the source, the split resulted from a leadership dispute, 
and the United Klans has the same aims and objectives as 
the parent group. These are the promotion of Americanism, 
white supremacy, and segregation of the races. 

The first source and a second source advised 
in July, 1961, that United Klans, Knights of the Ku Klux 
Klan of America, Inc., merged with Alabama Knights, Knights 
of the Ku Klux Klan. The merged organization established 
headquarters in Suite 401, Alston Building, Tuscaloosa, 
Alabama. (The organization is directed by ROBERT Mo 
SHELTON, Imperial Wizard, and is the dominant Klan group 
in the South, with units in several southern states.) 

Second source advised ttett at a meeting in 
Prattville, Alabama, on October 22, 1961, the U. S. Klans, 
Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, merged with the United Klans 
of America, Inc., Knights of the Ku Klux Klan. 

Third source advised on May 7, 1968, that the 
UKA is currently an active organization, with Klaverns in 
several states. This source said that ROBERT M. SHELTON 
is the Imperial Wizard of this organization and was elected 
to this position on September 3, 1967, at a National 
Klonvocation in Tuscaloosa, Alabama. Source stated that 
during April, 1966, the National Office was moved from 
Suite 401, Alston Building, Tuscaloosa, Alabama, to the 
carport of SHELTON 's residence, #18 Lake Sherwood, Star 
Route, Northport, Alabama, which space he had converted 
into a room.

Meetings were held in loom l48 of the Fairlane '

IKKKK members from Ohio and members from Michigan • DANNY MOHBISOl^ 
Grand Bragon^ and JAKE RONE^ Secretary ©f the HKKKK in Michigan^ 
voluntarily quit the IKKKK o These members were advleed to do so 
by ClITES because ha had determined that they were American 
Indians and Indians are not allowed in the Klan* All Klan 
material in their posBeselon was retmrmed t© the KKKKK unit ^n^^ 
Detroit 3, MichlgaEo The meetings were over at approximately 
11^3© Pomee, April 28^ 1968^ and the source 'feels that the Ohio 
membere then returned t© Ohio*

GV T«5 on Jmly 22^ 1968^ wai advised of the above 
information and he stated he would attasapt to determine the 
validity of the information « 
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On Jaly 23a 19685 CV T-=5 aivised that 10IALB HEASi 
had ©tetalned a Hertz W-BriTe-It trailer and had left on the 
evening of Jmly 21 j, I9685 for' Akrons Ohio^ in order to meet. 
with MKKK leader EVM LERTIS at Akron o 

This source stated that JAMES "VEMBLE . became disenchanted 

with HEATH around the time @f Senator E0BEET KEMEDY's funeral 
when HATH flagrantly wore his Klan rofee while at KEMEM^b ' funeral 
which was being teleYised, Source stated that a comflet® Kspture 
between fEMABLE . and lE&Tl wa^ brought about by a tel^one call to 
YEIABLE from a member ®f the IK^K unlt-in.letrolts who advised 
fEIABUB that lEATH' had extracted |50 ELta dues from over 300 
KlansmeEo Source stated' that/^MABLE- ©©mfroated HEATH with thi§ 
information and later banished HEATH from the MKKK organizatlen 
and stripped him of his title as the Grand Bragon for the Mid- 
Western states. 

Source said HEATH apparently p^ifSuMed.DAYID Jo 
HAKRIS5 a Klan leader from the Milwaukee area who arrived at 
Atlanta with lEATl 5 t® leave with hlm^ HEATla enroute to 
AkroHs OhiOo Source ^d lEATH is married and has three 
children and his wife Is pregnant, HAllIS Is also married 
and has njtee children o 



This source advised that fMAHiEj, upon learning ©f 
HEATH'S atteBi)t to contact E7AI LEWIS ^telephonically contacted 
LEWIS in an effort to apprise LEWIS @f HEATH'S actions ^ specifical- 
ly as to HEATH'S attempts t© use the Elan as a means of "lining 
his pockets"^ and also to advise LEWIS ®f HEATH'S Violent attitude 
and propensity for getting into difficulty with law enforcement. 
According to this source^ "^EMABLE advised LEWIS to run EEAT& 
off when he got t© Akron, Source stated "yilAMjE was also irate 
when he learned that HEATH had absconded with some furniture 
fllABLE had given EEATl uhen HEATl arrived in tie Atlanta area, 
■?MA1L1 initially Intended to obtain a warrant for HEATH but 
later changed his mind and now feels that it is best to have no 
further association with HEATH in any fashion.

On August 6g 19685 CT T-2 advised that both HABIIS 
and HEATH are in contact with JACK CRITES and wfe E¥AII IEWIS5 
both HKKKKnembers in Akr©n„ Source advised that HAHBIS and HEATH 
are apparently assisting CEEPES and LEWIS in reactivating WKEJSK 
activities in the Akron area. 

On August 235 19685 Captiiim JOM TMOTs Akron, ©liio 
Police Departments advised DONALl ROBERT HEATH and DAVID Je 
HAERIS5 JRo had been arrested about 10s30 p.m«5 August 22^ I9685 
near the Goodyear Tire and Rubber Company plant, Akron. 

HARRIS, age I85 74 Wise Avenue, Akron, was arrested 
in a 1962 Cadillac, Georgia license plates 2->A"1d844, owned by 
HEATHo The car had in the back seat numerous short lengths of 
mit&l pipe with no identifying markings. A search of the vehicle 
by officers developed a .22 caliber automatic, Echsa LR Model, 
Serial Number 635^0, three boxes ©f .22 caliber ammunition, tw© 
full clips for the automatic, a five gallon can of gasoline, several 
rags and lengths of twine, plus a plate with ^KKK" stamped thereon 
and fitted ©n two suction cups. 

HEATH, a former Chicago, Illinois > policeman and Ku 
Klux Klaa official, was seen inside the Goodyear Company femce^ 
but was arrested ®n the "street f©llowlag the search of the vehicle. 

Both individuals were charged with suspicion and on 
August 23, 1968, posted $5000 bond cash, with a hearing set for 
August 26, 1968, Captain TRACT said the Goodyear Company stated

This same source advised that durimg the eveming of

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CV 1-6 on September 13, I968, furnished information 
concerning the National Rally of the NKKKK at Stonemountain, 
Seoi^gia, on August 31 - September 1, 1968c Source advised that 
a delegation of persons from Ohio i^as present at the rally, one 
of .TMhom he "believed to be named LOUIS EVANS o Source stated that 
from conversations he had i^ith the delegation from Ohio, he i^as 
under the impression that no large Klan group had been organized 
but that they were interested in any size group that could 
organize p He said that this delegation brought a large amount 
of literature with them which they distributed at the rally* 
Source advised that one of the items of literature sets forth 
information that appears to compare Masonry and the B^nai 
B'rith, and states that both organizations are one and the same 
and operated by the devil. 

C7 T-7 on September 2, I968, advised that on September 1, 
1968, there was a meeting of several members of the NKKKK at the 
headquarters of the organization in Tucker, Georgia,. Among 
those present was EVAN LEWIS from OhiOo He mentioned that DON 
HEATH, the former Chicago policeman, had been released from a 
criminal charge in Akron, Ohio, 

On September 16, 1968, C¥ T«5 advised that TOM O^BRIEN, 
Imperial. Kligrapp of the NKKKK, recently departed the Atlanta 
area where he resided on the property of JAMES TENABLE, and is 
presently residing in the Akron, Ohio, area. Source was unable 
to furnish the exact date of O'BRIEN^s departure from Atlanta. 
Source advised that O'^BRIEN made several long«-distance calls to 
Akron, Ohio, which he charged to VMABLE's telephone bill. 

JOM HALASKA^ Special Assignment Squad, Milwaukee 
Police Department, Milwaukee, Wisconsin, advised on September 26, 
1968, that ROBERT LONG and DAVID JOHN HARRIS had departed 
Milwaukee to return to Akron, OhiOo 

LONG is an associate of HARRIS and has been involved 
with HARRIS in Klan activity in the past, LONG was described 
by Detective HALASKA as a ^^nut", who would do Just about 
anything HARRIS asked him to dOo 
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Detective HALASKA said HARRIS allegedly departed 
Milwaukee on the evening of September 21, 19o8, possibly 
driving his mother^ s car, date and make unknown* LONS left 
the following night leaving his wife and children at home, 
1629 North Arlington Place, Milwaukee. Detective HALASKA 
advised' that his information indicates LONG intends to get a 
job in Akron and then to send for his family • 

CV f"8 on October 11, I968, advised that within the 
past three months, DONALD HEATH and DAVID HARRIS, SRo^ of 
Wisconsin, both moved, from Stonemountain, Georgia, to Akron, 
Ohio_.^ These two are both reported to be ex-NKKKK officers who 
were banned from the NKKKK by JAMES ?MABLE, Imperial Wizard, 
as trouble-makers « 

This source advised that HEATH is reportedly now 
working as a used car salesman at Market Motors, West Mogadore, 
Ohio, which business is owned by EVM LEWIS. HARRIS, SR«, is 
reportedly working as a truck driver for JACK CRITES in CRITES' 
sand and gravel business. HEA!HI and HARRIS apparently came to 
the Akron area merely because GRZEES told them he could find 
them jobs in Akron. Source advised CRITES apparently attempted 
to get. jobs for HEAKI and HARRIS as security guards at the 
Goodyear Tire and Rubber Plant, but Goodyear would not hire them. 

This source advised that following the severe 
disturbances at Akron during mid«July, 1968, a group of concerned 
white citizens formed the Akron Committee for White Rights, vihich 
source characterized as a non-violent organization. According 
to this source, CRITES^ LEWIS, HEATH and HARRIS have infiltrated 
this group, obviously seeing an opportunity to use this group 
as a base for recruiting new men into the NKKKK, thereby 
establishing a Klavern, collecting dues from everyone and

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The following is a summary of information furnished 
on October 17, 1968, by Birmingham Confidential Informant T-1: 

National Klavern #1 of the National Knights of the 
Ku Klux Klan (NKKKK), held a regular weekly meeting at the 
Tarrant City, Alabama Klavern Hall at 7:30 p.m. on October 10, 
1968. A discussion was held at this meeting concerning plans 
for a NKKKK rally which will be called a "George Wallace Rally". 
Much of the meeting time was taken up in the construction of 
three signs to be used on the road to indicate turn points 
to the public for the "George Wallace Rally" to be held 
near Cullman, Alabama, on October 26, 1968. The rally will 
be held on a place called "The Ponderosa", which is located 
about 15 miles past Warrior, Alabama, between Warrior and 
Cullman, Alabama. This affair was originally planned for 
October 25, 1968, but the owner of the "Ponderosa", a Mr. 
(First N£fj[ie„Unknown)^SSld, assured Ralph Crl^Rivers, Exalted 
Cyclops of National TKlavern #1 that a larger crowd could be 
expected on a Saturday night rather than on a Friday night. 
The plans at this time are to charge an admission fee of 
$5.00 per person. "The Ponderosa" is an establishment which 
features a cafe, a barn which is about 100 feet long, and 
about 18 acres in meadow land. Horse shows are the main 
events featured at this place. The above-mentioned owner 
of this property is a supporter of former Governor George 
Wallace for President. 

This rally on the night of October 26, 1968, will

A source advised that on May 22, 1960, the 
National Grand Council of the Knights of the Ku Klux Klan 
met at Atlanta, Georgia, to discuss consolidation of the 
Klan's unity of effort and activities to establish a National 
Fuhd, and a National Secretary, and to design a new flag. 
The meeting was attended by representatives of the Federation 
of Ku Klux Klan, Alabama; Association of Arkansas Klans, 
Arkansas; Florida Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, Florida; 
Southern Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, Florida; Association 
of Georgia Klans, Georgia; Knights of the Ku Klux Klan; 
North Carolina; Association of South Carolina Klans, South 
Carolina; Dixie Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, Tennessee; and 
Kyksos Klan, Texas. 

This source advised that at a consolidation meeting 
at Atlanta, Georgia, September 2-5, 1960, at which the North 
Carolina and Texas Klans were not represented, it was resolved 
aad passed that their name be changed to National Ku Klux Klan. 

A second source advised in March, 1964, that several 
meetings of Klan groups were held during the period 1960 to 
1963 in an effort to unite the Klan groups under a single 
leadership. 

The organization was granted a charter in DeKalb 
County, Georgia, November 1, 1963, under the name National 
Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, Inc., as a "patriotic, secret, 
social, and benevolent order." 

A third source advised in December, 1963, that the 
organization had issued a statement of its program which 
indicated the organization to be anti-Negro, anti-Jewish, 
anti-Catholic, and anti-foreign born. 

A fourth source advised in July, 1968, that the 
organization has its headquarters in Tucker, Georgia, and the 
day-to-day operations are under the direction of James R. 
Venable, Imperial Wizard.

The following Is a summary of Information furnished 
by Birmingham Confidential Informant T-1 on October 28, 1968: 

Most of the regular weekly meeting of National 
Klavern #1, National Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, was taken 
up with final plans for the Wallace Rally at ^e Ponderosa 

/Ranch on October 26. Speakers were to be JIM/^LEN,_Tftmu--.^. 
%lrake, and Tofi^^i^yil, all active injy^Mm politics. 
Eai^nesiP^ulkner, a member of^Kiavern #1, was to serve as 
Master of Ceremonies. The owner of the Ponderosa, a certain 
Jim/^id, took out a full page advertisement in a Huntsville, 

^lam^ newspaper; also a paper known as the ''Alabama Democrat" 
was to run an advertisement pertaining to the^^event. 
Television hillbilly singer Country Boy Eddi%^^rns was 
retained to sing at the event. Also Klansman ISStoald 
Fortehberry is a musician and he and his band were scheduled 
to appear. This is about the largest event that has been 
attempted by the Klan in recent times and the affair is not 
advertised under the name of the Klan but under the name of 
the "Committee For Law and Order"* Three thousand circulars 
advertising the event were printed. These circulars were 
printed by Davis Printing Company and cost Klavern #1 the 
sum of $28.00. The rest of the expenses are to be paid if 
enough money is forthcoming from the five dollar gate charge. 
Country Boy Eddie Burns is charging $300.00. The full page 
advertisement taken out by Reid costs in excess of $200.00. 
Nothing has been paid except for the circulars. 

After the meeting the circulars were delivered 
in Tarrant.

The following information was received from 
T-1 on October 29, 1968: 

There were nine members of National Klavern #1, 
National Knights of the Ku Klux Klan (NKKKK), present at 
the Ponderosa Ranch on October 26, 1968. This rally was 
held under the cover name of the "Committee for Law and 
Order.'' Notable speakers were present such as Jim Allen, 
candidate for U* S. Senate from Alabama. Publicity was 
given out by newspaper, circular, television, and word of 
mouth. The cause publicity wise was excellent, the location 
was good. The affair was a dismal failure. It was a case 
of a successful operation and a dead patient. Although 
about fifty persons were present, only $35.00 was collected 
at the gate. Jim Allen and other speakers were present 
but on account of the slim attendance some left without 
speaking. Country Boy Eddie did not even bother to unpack 
his musical instruments. Only Don Fortenberry and his band 
played. The owner of the Ponderosa had bought about $500.00 
worth of food to sell. Reld had stated to several of the 
Klansmen that he was getting a road to the Ponderosa paved 
in connection with the affair although he did not explain 
how except he hinted it would be through "politics". Re id 
did not seem unduly concerned over the failure of the event. 

The affair was over by about nine o'clock and 
featured nothing other than an inside square dance. Some of 
the Klansmen were of the opinion that the five dollar charge 
kept the public away from the affair but no certain 
conclusion is evident as yet*

SCOTT'S farm at Oregonia, Ohio, about 9:30 PM, April 9, 1968r 
At approximately 11:30 PM, a small cross was burned on SCOTT 's 
farm property and as far as activities were concerned, the 
group mainly socialized while drinking and eating. Nothing 
of real importance took place, except SCOTT continued to dis- 
cuss tiis serious financial problems in connection with his recent 
court action concerning his arrest which took place during 
December, 1966.

PARKIE SCOTT was arrested at his place of employment, 
Chrysler Air temp Corporation, Dayton, Ohio, during the evening 
of April 19, 1968 and placed in custody in the Warren County 
Jail, Lebanon, Ohio, to begin serving his 30 day sentence as a 
result of a recent conviction.

Records of Superior Court of Fulton County, 
Georgia show that this Klan organization was granted 
a corporate charter on February 21,1961, at Atlanta, 
Georgia, under the name United Klans, Knights of the Ku 
Klux Klan of America, Inc. 

A source advised on February 27,1961, that 
United Klans was formed as a result of a split in U.S. 
Klans, Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, Inc. According 
to the source, the split resulted from a leadership 
dispute and United Klans has the same aims and objectives 
as the parent group. These are the promotion of Americanism, 
white supremacy and segregation of the races. 

The first source and a second source advised in 
July, 1961, that United Klans, Knights of the Ku Klux 
Klan of America, Inc., merged with Alabama Knights, Knights 
of the Ku Klux Klan. The merged organization established 
headquarters in Suite 401, The Alston Building, Tuscaloosa, 
Alabama. The organization is directed by ROBERT SHELTON, 
Imperial Wizard, and is the dominant Klan group in the 
South with unites in several southern states. 

On August 14,1961, the second source advised that 
the organization formerly known as United Klans, Knights 
of the Ku Klux Klan of America, Inc. , would be known in 
the future as United Klans of America, Inc., Knights of the 
Ku Klux Klan. The second source said the name was changed 
by a resolution adopted at the National Klanvocation held

Records of Superior Court of Pulton County, Georgia, 
show that this klan organization was granted a corporate 
charter on February 21, 1961, at Atlanta, Georgia, under the 
name United Klans, Knights of the Ku Klux Klan of America, Inc. 

A source advised on February 27, 1961, that United 
Klans was formed as a result of a split in U. S. Klans, 
Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, Inc. According to the source, 
the split resulted from a leadership dispute and the United 
Klans has the same a^ms and objectives as the parent group. 
These are the promotion of Americanism, white supremacy, and 
segregation of the races. 

The first source and a second source advised in July, 
1961, that United Klans, Knights of the Ku Klux Klan of America^ 
Inc., merged with Alabama Knights » Knights of the Ku Klux Klan. 
The merged organization established headquarters in Suite 401, 
the Alston Building, Tuiscaloosa, Alabama, The organization is 
directed by Robert Shelton, Imperial Wizard, and is the dominant 
klan group in the South with units in several southern states. 

On August 14, 1963, the second source advised that 
the organization formerly known as United Klans, Knights of 
the Ku Klux Klan, Inc., would-be known in the future as United 
Klans of America, Inc., Knights of the Ku Klux Klan. The 
second source said the name was changed by a resolution adopted 
at the National Klonvocation held July 8^ 1961, at Indian 
Springs, Georgia o 

Second source advised that at a meeting at Prattville, 
Alabania, on October 22, 1961, a majority of the klaverns of the

, CG T-3 also advised on May 18, 1968, that Heath, 
a former Chicago police officer, and other Chicago police 
officers, who were fired from the Chicago Police Department 
in 1968, represented the total membership of the NKKKK at 
Chicago, Illinois, 

CG T-3 estimated the total membership of the NKKKK 
at Chicago in early 1968, was approximately 8 to 10 members. 

CG T-3 also advised on May 18, 1968, that exten- 
sive adverse publicity in Chicago's news media in early 1968 
concerning the NKKKK was possibly responsible for complete 
demise of the NKKKK in Chicago. 

CG T-4, with whom insufficient contact has been 
had to determine reliability, but who was formerly associated 
with the NKKKK at Chicago^ Illinois, advised on January 17, 
1969, that no recruiting for the NKKKK has been conducted 
in the Chicago area since Heath *s departure from Chicago 
in April, 1968. 

CG T-1, CG T-2, and CG T-4 all advised on January 27, 
1969, that there are no known members of the NKKKK at Chi- 
cago, Illinois, at this time. 

On June 29, 1968, CG T-1 advised R. El^arlock, 
j|639 West Race Street, Chicago, Illinois^, appeared on a 
television discussion program at Muskegon, Michigan, on 
June 21 and Jung 22, 1968, Car lock was introduced on tele- 
vision as the leader of the NKKKK at Chicago, Illinois. 

CG T-1 stated on June 29, 1968, that Carlock 
indicated to him that he had told the television producer 
at Muskegon, Michigan, that he was the leader of the NKKKK 
at Chicago, knowing it was not true but in an effort to 
gain stature for himself.

All ad- 
vised of belief that Carlock* s mental capacities are such 
that he would possibly have a membership in the NKICKK at 
Chicago, if there was any NKKKK activities or organizations 
in the Chicago area. 

CG T-6, with whom insufficient contact has been 
had to determine reliability, but who is an acquaintance 
of Heath and other former Chicago police officers, who were 
members of the NKKKK at Chicago in early 1968, advised on 
October 30, 1968, that there are no officers or members in 
the NKKKK at Chicago.

In December, 1967, a source advised that DONALD R. 
HEATH, 2055 North Lawndale Avenue, Chicago, Illinois, was 
Illinois Grand Dragon for NKKKK. This source stated HEATH 
had indicated he was attempting to organize a NKKKK branch at 
Chicago, which would subscribe to the purposes and objectives 
of the national organization of the NKKKK. 

In early January, 1968, a second source advised 
DONALD R. HEATH, Illinois Grand Dragon, NKKK¥,and WILLIAM 
HARVEY PLOGGER, 2340 North Lawndale Avenue, Chicago, were 
NKKKKleaders at Chicago • 

The second source also stated in early January, 1968, 
that HEATH and PLOGGER, Chicago police officers, along with six 
other Chicago police officers, were suspended by the Chicago 
Police Department on December 28, 1967, because of their 
association with NKKKK activities in Chicago. 

The first source advised in April, 1968, that HEATH 
had moved from Chicago and all activity of the NKKKK at Chicago 
had ceased with his departure. 

The second source and a third source advised in May, 
1968, that NKKKK activities at Chicago were non-existent. 
These sources both indicated HEATH's attempt to recruit members 
into the NKKKK at Chicago prior to his departure from the city 
was futile. 

On May 26, 1968, the above three sources and a fourth 
source advised NKKKK does not have an organization at Chicago, 
Illinois, or anywhere in Illinois. All sources indicated 
belief attempts would again be made to organize a NKKKK branch 
at Chicago in the future.

A source advised that on May 22^ I960, the 
National Grand Council of the Knights of the Ku Klux Klan 
met at Atlanta, Georgia, to discus^ consolidation of the 
Klan's unity of effort and activities to establish a National 
Fund, and a National Secretary, and to design a new flag. 
The neetlng was attended by representatives of the Federation 
of Ku Klux Klan, Alabama; Association of Arkansas Klans, 
Arkansas; Florida Knights of the Ku Klux Klan/ Florida; 
Southern Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, Florida; Association 
of Georgia Klans, Georgia; Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, 
North Carolina; Association of South Carolina Klans, South 
Carolina; Dixie Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, Tennessee; and 
Kyksos Klan, Texas. 

This source advised that at a consolidation meeting 
at Atlanta, Georgia, September 2-5, 1960, at which the North 
Carolina and Texas Klans were not represented, it was resolved 
and passed that their name be changed to National Ku Klux Klan. 

A second source advised in March, 1964, that several 
meetings of Klan groups were held during the period 1960 to 
1963 in an effort to unite the Klan groups under a single 
leadership. 

The organization was granted a charter in DeKalb 
County, Georgia, November 1, 1963, under the name National 
Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, Inc* , as a ^'patriotic, secret, 
social, and benevolent order. " 

A third source advised in December, 1963, that the 
organization had issued a statement of its program which 
indicated the organization to be anti-Negro, anti-Jewish, 
anti-Catholic, and anti-foreign born. 

A fourth source advised in July, 1968, that the 
organization has its headquarters in Tucker, Georgia, and the 
day-to-day operations are under the direction of James R. 
Venable, Imperial Wizard.

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UNITED FLORIDA KU KLUX KLAN (UFKKK) 



A source advised on August 20, 1955 , that a 
new organization known as Florida Ku Klux Klan (FKKK) 
had been formed at Macclenny, Florida, on August 14, 
1955, by former members of the Association of Florida 
Ku Klux Klan (AFKKK) . 

The objectives of this group, according to 
a second source, are to oppose integration in the 
schools and to fight communism. 

Regarding AFKKK, a third source advised that 
a former official of the Assoqiatibn of Georgia Klans 
(AGK) formed an organization on July 7, 1953, known as 
AFKKK.. The ''Morning Tribune,'* Taimpa, Flbrida, newspaper, 
in its August 11, 1955, issue revealed AFKKK disbanded 
on that date* 

A fourth source advised on October 25, 1956, 
that AFKKK operated under the same principles and 
bylaws as the AGK. The AGK has been designated by 
the Attorney General pursuant to Executive Order 10450. 

A fifth source advised on February 17, 1958, 
that FKKK is operating and maintaining the same 
objectives as set forth above. 

The sixth source advised on June 28, 1961, 
that at a meeting held in Orlando, Florida, on June 25, 
1961, the FKKK and the United Klans, Knights of the Ku 
Klux Klan, Incorporated, in Florida, consolidated and 
the new organization is known as the UFKKK. 

On August 3, 1964, the sixth source advised 
that the UFKKK is still in existence in Florida and 
maintains the same objectives set forth a^bove.

On November 26, 1957, a source advised that the 
United White Party (UV/P) was organized at a convention held 
in Knoxville, Tennessee, on Noveraber 10, 1957* An article 
in the November 26, 1957, issue of the "Greenville Piedmont," 
a newspaper of Greenville, South Carolina, reported "the 
recent formation of a new political party, to be known as 
the United White Party*" According to the article, the 
party v/as formed at a recently held meeting in Knoxville, 
Tennessee, at which many klansmen v/ere represented. The 
UWP was reported as being opposed to all "race mixing 
organizations and individuals." 

The July, 1958, issue of "The Thunderbolt," self- 
described as the "official Racial Nationalist Organ of the 
National States Rights Party" (NSRP), reported that rank- 
and-'f ile "States Righters" had merged with the UY/P under 
"the banner of the National States Rights Party," with 
national offices at Post Office Box 261, Jef f ersonville, 
Indiana. 

In November, 1958, a source advised that the NSRP 
is composed of past members of Klan-type organisations and 
notorious anti-Semites o 

Issue No. 19, dated June, 1960, of "The Thunderbolt" 
announced the address of the headquarters of the NSRP had 
been changed from Jef f ersonville, Indiana, to Post Office 
Box 783, Birmingham, Alabama. 

Issue No. 69, dated July, 1965, of "The Thunderbolt" 
announced the address of the new headquarters of the NSRP 
as Post Office Box 184, Augusta, Georgia «. 

Issue No« 88, dated April, 1967, of "The Thunderbolt" 
announced the address of the new headquarters of the NSRP as 
Post Office Box 6263, Savannah, Georgia 31405.

A source advised on January 11 j 1961^ that the 
Association of Georgia Klans, Knights of the Ku Klux Klan 
(AGK), was organissed by CHARLES HOMER MADDOX in the Spring 
of 1960 J with mailing address of Post Office Box 41, 
BlooMingdaley Georgia. This source stated that AGK is a 
new organization and is not affiliated in aoy way with 
the old Association of Georgia Klaus which, is defunct.

This source said ASCK is a new organization and 
not a rebirth of ACK^ although all high-ranking officials of 
ASCK had been menibers of ACK. The source stated announced 
purposes of this organisation are to promote white supremacy 
and combat integration of the races; however, the use of 
violence is disavowed. 

A second source advised on September 2, 1950, that 
ACK was composed of groups formerly members of the Association 
of Georgia Klans (AGK), and although ACK severed all connections 
with AGX on November 14, 1949, the ideals, purposes and policies 
of the two organizations remarned identical. ACK became defunct 
after conviction and ixnprisonraent of its highest official and 
other la embers in 1952, 

A third source said on September 16, 1962, that ASCK, 
using the name Majority Citizens League of South Carolina, 
published a monthly newspaper, "'Southland Standard'' from August 
throuvgh December^ 1961, and dropped it due to lack of financial 
support. 

A fourth source advised on July 26, 1967, that the 
ASCK continues to operate for the purpose of promoting white 
supremacy and combating integration by peaceful means by public 
speaking and propaganda.

Source one advised that in late August, 1966,

Post Office Box 312, La Crescenta, California, and the name 
of Reverend WILLIAM V. FOWLER, State Chairman of the CKKKX, 
Also distributed v:as an announcement that a rally of the 
CKKKK and a 'Vgigantic cross burning'* v;cuid be held on 
September 17 * 1966, at Saugus, California, 



A second source advised that the CKKKK ha 
to hold tv;o rallies, one on September 17^ 1966, at 
California, the other in an open field at San Berna 
California, on November 19, 1966. The first rally 
approximately 200 persons, half of this number bein 
of the nev;s media.
